Legislative Committee to Inspect tbc
Famous New York Asylum.

JUDGE GORDON REFUSES TO GO

IIo Was Invited with Two I'rlciuU to
Accompany tlio Committee, lint
Could Not Accept the Imitation.

FhtlAdelphla, May 2S. Tho legislative
comniittfee investigating the state pen-
itentiaries resumed Its labors yesterday
at the Kastern penitentiary. After ad-

journment the committee decided to
visit the Mutteowan asylum In New
York, and extended an invitation to
Judge Gordon nud two of his friends
and three olllclals of the penitentiary
to accompany them. The party will
leave liroud street station on a Bpeclal
car attached to the 3 GO p. m. train for
New York this afternoon and return on
(Saturday evening.

The Invitation was telegraphed to
Judge Gordon, at Spring Lake, N. J
liut he last evening bent the following
reply to Chahman Seyferl: "I sincere-
ly regret that I cannot now see my way
to going with jour committee to the
New York nsylum. I greatly appreci-
ate 'your kind Invitation, however, and
would eagerly accept If It were possi-
ble."

Th'e proceedings yesterday were de-

void of any sensational or exciting fea-
tures, the neatest approach theieto be-

ing the somewhat cnustlc ciltlclsm by
General Wlstnr of the action of Judge
Gordon In his procedure to hae seeral
Insane prisoners removed from the pen-
itentiary and his severe strictures upon
the inspectors before the Investigating
committtee.

VICTORIA'S REIGN.
Prom tho Chicago Ilecoid.

On May 24 Victoria Alexandrine, queen
of Great Britain and Ireland and em-

press of India, p.isstd thu seventy-eight- h

anniversary of hei b5rth, and on Juno
2.' will celebrate tho sixtieth nnnlversary
of her coronation, making the longest
rdgn In English history for more than a
thousand ears, or from the time of Eg-

bert, A. D. 828. This historic record wus
made Sept. 22 last, when Queen Victoria's
reign passed that of King George ill ,

who did not complete the sixtieth year
of his reign by eight months, and this
unique fact In English history would
have been celebrated last autumn but for
tho queen's expressed wish that tho cele-
bration for which all London Is now pre-
paring might be delajed until tho coming
June, tho anniversary of her coronation.
Tho fiftieth anniversary was celebrated
ten ears ago as n Jubilee, and hence the
celebration of next month will bo called
tho diamond Jubilee, and will probably
exceed In enthusiastic and Impressive
celebration any similar event In European
history.

Not only has Queen Victoria achieved
tho singular felicity of an unprecedent-cdl- y

long reign in English history, but
htr relgu has been an especially glor-
ious one, marked by unexampled pro-
gress In almost every direction for tho
peoplo over whom she has held n bene-
ficent sway. Mero statistics are qonf us-
ing and often misleading, but when It Is
remembered that tho population of tho
united kingdom has nearly doubled dur-
ing Victoria's reign, nnd that now as
queen and empress sho rules over moro
than 10,009,000 .squaro miles of territory,
comprising an empire on which the sun
never sets, and that 820,000,000 people ac-
knowledge her rule sorro Idea of tho en-
ormous ph steal advance made under her
reign is set forth. It is also estimated
that, whereas the extent of the present
empire Is live times as great as it was
when the joung queen, a girl of 18, as-
cended the throne, the aggregate prop-
erty of her subjects has trebled during
tne snmo period, and the ndvanco In for-
eign trade for the same time has been
more than 4M per cent.

o
Even to indicate advance in other lines

during the queen's reign is not n slight
task, considering tho varied peoples and
rllmes over which tho authority of. Eng-
land has been extended during tho last
sixty years and the multitudinous direc-
tions of modern activity, genius and re-
search. Tho greatest soldier England hns
known Arthur, duko of Wellington, car-
ried tho sword of state before tho young
queen at her coronation, nnd England at
that time held n very high rilace. in-
deed, among tho nations But today. In
times of peace tho forces available for
Imperial defcn&e amount to more than a
million soldiers, scattered In different
quarters of the globe, and a grand total
of DOT warships of all kinds, with 04 000
officers, seamen, and marines, making a
fleet nearly as large as that of Trance
and Russia combined.

Perhaps to tho queen herself the most
noticeable change that has oecured In
her reign Is In the great metropolis andcapital In which, at Kensington palace,
on the morning on June 20, 1837, tho Prin-
cess Alexnndrlna Victoria heard at tho
same time the news that William IV was
lying dead in Windsor castlo and that
sho was summoned to the throne. At
that time London was a city of a little
over 1,000,000 Inhabitants, and during thosixty years of tho queen's reign It has
quadrupled Its population, while In oth- -
r respects tho chango has been equally

great. There is almost as much differ-
ence between the London of today and
tho London of that date as between
London then nnd tho London of 300
years ngo London In Queen Eliz-
abeth's time had a population of per-
haps 7X),000, contained from 10,000 to 12,-0-

streets, alleys and lanes and 1M.OO0
houses. Even In the first quniter of tho
present century, when Queen Victoria
was but a little glil. tho great city had
but CO 000 buildings These had Increased
In 1S73 to 62S.7W Inhabited houses, and atpresent the world's metropolis Is In-
creasing Its population at tho rate of
43,000 a year, and adds yearly 1,000 streets
and 10,000 houses. Marshy fields nnd green
commons over which the Princess Vic-
toria watched plover and mallard fly are
now covered by stately mansions, squares
and palaces, and still London continues
Its lrreslstlblo advnnce.--These changes, however, sneak of
growth and advancement.' and do not
novo the pathos that attaches to changes
In friends nnd the Increasing loneliness
which Is tho dower of the years. Of the
twelve bridesmaids who attended Queen
Victoria on her mnrrlnge, Feb, 10, 1810,
to Prlnro Albert, of Snxo-Cobur- onlv
threo now survive, whllo of tho peers andpersonages who attended her coronation
only four remain to attend tho exercises
of tho diamond Jubilee Karl Nelson, at
that time a peer; tho earl of
Leicester, who acted as pago of honor
to the duke of Sussex; Mr. Gladstone,
now 88, and Mr. Vllllers, "tho father of
the house," who at tho ago of 93 still
takes part In the deliberations of parlia-
ment. Mlnlsteis of state, the archbishop
who crowned her, tho "Iron duko" and all
tho twelve ladles of high degree who
bora tho young princess' train on that
occasion, havo passed away, whllo Vic-
toria remains, nnd may yet by reigning
five years longer rlaj tho reign of Leo-
pold 1 of Ilapsburg, or twelve years
hence may even surpass the rocord of
Louis XIV nnd achieve the distinction,
of reigning longer than any monarch ofEurope. . I'
